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In Retrospect 100 years ago 


Mr Pfleidererer of Smythesdale, has erected at his butcherery a handy 
little engine made by Mr. G,G. Norman of Ballarat. It is a six-cylinder 
engine with a seven foot boiler with 14 tubes and equal to six 
horsepower. Though Smythesdale is one of the oldest of goldfields, this is 


the first engine installed there apart from those on mining plants. 


Smythesdale ca1880s. Next to Schwartz’s was The Grenville Advocate 
newspaper office. Then the Elder’s shop, Raybould the butcher, Muniz’s 
Crockery and Hairdresser, Shepheard’s General Store, Kirk’s Showroom 
with double seated and single buggies, gigs, etc., all made on the 
premises next to the Shoeing Forge. Then there was Pfleiderer’s chaff- 
cutting mill, which later became Baglins. 
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
